The  Philadelphia  College  of  the 
Performing  Arts  (formerly  Philadephia 
Musical  Academy)  has  been  dedicated 
to  excellence  in  the  training  of 
professional  musicians  and  music 
educators  since  its  founding  in  1870. 
Now,  the  institution  is  proud  to  apply 
those  same  high  standards 
of  professionalism  and  excellence 
to  the  training  of  performing 
artists  in  three  disciplines:  MUSIC, 
DANCE,  and  DRAMA.

The  School  of  Dance 


THE  SCHOOL  OF  DANCE,  formerly  the 
Philadelphia  Dance  Academy,  became 
a  part  of  the  Philadelphia  College  of  the 
Performing  Arts  in  August  of   1977. 
The  uniqueness  of  the  school  and  its 
long  tradition  and  reputation  for 
excellence  truly  makes  it  "one  of  a 
kind"  in  America. 

Not  only  do  students  have  the 
opportunity  to  study  and  prepare  for  a 
professional  dance  career,  but  they 
can  also  work  towards  a  fully 
accredited  and  recognized  college 
degree.  The  abundance  of  dance 
and  performing  arts  activity 
found  in  Philadelphia  and  its  close 
proximity  to  New  York  creates 
opportunities  for  advancement  un- 
paralleled by  most  schools  and 
institutions  throughout  the  country. 

The  curriculum  of  the  School  of  Dance 
is  wide  and  varied  and  offers  a 
variety  of  courses  to  meet  individual 
needs  for  advancement  and  achieve- 
ment. The  curriculum  offers  courses 


which  puts  great  emphasis  on  pro- 
fessional development.  Daily  classes 
concentrate  on  technique  development 
and  one's  expansion  of  knowledge 
and  understanding  of  dance 
as  a  performing  art.  The  course  offering 
is  so  wide  and  varied,  that  personal 
interests  and  desires  become  a  part 
of  each  degree  program. 

Performance  experience  is  a  very 
important  part  of  the  training  offered  at 
the  PCPA  School  of  Dance.  Several 
performing  groups  at  the  college  make 
it  possible  for  the  dancer  to  fully  utilize 
his  or  her  talent  and  desire  to  perform. 
Performance  experience  is  provided 
through  workshops  and  concerts. 
The  PCPA  Troubadour  Program  enables 
students  to  visit  schools  and  institutions, 
and  to  perform  throughout  the  entire 
Delaware  Valley  area.  Dance 
students  at  PCPA  have  the  unique 
opportunity  to  perform  in  PCPA's 
own  Shubert  Theatre.  Company 
repertoire  includes  Isadora  Duncan 
dances,  modern  choreography  works, 


classical  ballet,  baroque  and 
renaissance  dances,  jazz,  tap  and 
folk  dance. 

Students  in  the  School  of  Dance  are 
trained  by  professionals  with  strong 
performance  orientation   and 
concentration.  Graduates  of  the  school 
have  in  the  past  become  professional 
dancers  with  major  dance  companies  in 
America  and  abroad,  teachers  of  dance, 
and  choreographers.

The  Philadelphia  College  of  the 
Performing  Arts  moved  into  its  main 
facilities  in  August  of  1976.  Located  in 
the  former  Shubert  Theatre  Building  at 
250  South  Broad  Street  in  Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania,  the  College  is  adjacent 
to  the  historic  Academy  of  Music,  home 
of  the  world  famous  Philadelphia 
Orchestra.  The  Philadelphia  College 
of  Art  is  located  to  the  south  of  PCPA, 
thus  adding  a  special  collegiate  touch 
to  the  already  prevalent  cultural 
atmosphere.

1900  persons.  The  theatre  is  the 
permanent  home  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Ballet.  When  not  in  use  by  this 
company,  there  is  a  continual  series 
of  professional  pre-Broadway  musicals, 
drama  productions,   and  dance 
company  engagements. 


School  of  Dance  Building  Dance  Library 


The  School  of  Dance  of  the  Philadelphia 
College  of  the  Performing  Arts  is  housed 
in  one  of  Philadelphia's  most  historic 
buildings.  Now  designated  as  a  national 
historic  landmark,  the  building  at 
1035  Spruce  Street  dates  back  to  1839 
when  it  was  built  and  owned  by 
U.  S.  Senator  Matthew  Quay. 
The  building  has  spacious  classrooms 
and  studios,  an  impressive  library,  and 
two  large  ballrooms,  one  of  which  is 
enhanced  by  a  beautiful  hand-crafted 
vintage  Roosevelt  Tracker  Pipe  Organ 
and  frescoes  adorning  the  alcoves. 
The  facilities  are  large  and  have  hosted 
such  visiting  ballet  companies  as  the 
Bolshoi  and  the  Stuttgart. 


In  addition  to  the  main  PCPA  Library, 
students  of  dance  have  available  to 
them  the  Lattimore-Nahumck  Dance 
Collection,  one  of  the  largest  and  most 
diversified  collections  devoted  to  dance 
in  the  United  States.  Books,  films, 
monographs,  notated  scores,  prints, 
tapes,  records,  and  journals 
are  available  to  students  as  resource 
materials  for  research  studies  and 
dance  compositions.

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CURRICULUM 

The  primary  objective  of  the  dance 
curriculum  is  to  develop  the  dancer's 
body   into   a  well-tuned   instrument.   In 
the  various  classes,  each  student  deals 
directly  with  processes,  materials, 
medium  and  product  from  a  first  level 
experience  in  movement  to  a  finished 
choreographic  work.  Dance  is  taught  as 
an  art  and  the  dancer  learns  to  use 
his/her  body  in  a  variety  of  expressive 
ways  so  that  the  totality  of  his/her 
perceptions  are  in  constant  expansion. 
Because  of  the  relative  newness  of  the 
merger  between  the  Philadelphia 
College  of  the  Performing  Arts  and  the 
Dance  Academy,  the  dance  curriculum 
is  still  undergoing  consideration  and 
possible  alterations.  Courses  include 
dance  techniques,  dance  style, 
repertory,  dance  history,  kinesiology, 
improvisation,  notation,  effort  study, 
choreutics,  dance  education,  partnering, 
pointe  work,  dance  composition,  dance 
ethnology,  music,  eurythmics  and 
general  studies.  Information  regarding 
the  dance  curriculum  may  be  obtained 
by  writing  to  the  Admissions  Office.

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AUDITION  REQUIREMENTS 


Admission  into  the  School  of  Dance  requires  an  audition  to  determine  the  applicant's 
potential  for  professional  development  and  level  of  proficiency.  Other  aspects  considered 
are:  body  structure,  weight,  rhythmic  coordination  and  seriousness.  Costume  requirements 
for  audition  include:  Leotards,  tights  (without  feet  for  modern  dance),  ballet  shoes,  a  towel 
and  reel  to  reel  tape.  The  audition  requirements  for  performance  and  non-performance  dance 
applicants  are  listed  below. 


PERFORMANCE  APPLICANT 

1.  Attend  a  one  and  one  half  hour 
Ballet  and/or  Modern  Dance  class 
at  the  appropriate  level. 


NON-PERFORMANCE  APPLICANT 

1.  Attend  a  one  and  one  half  hour 
Ballet  and/or  Modern  Dance  class 
at  the  appropriate  level. 


Perform  a  dance  composition  or  a 
technical  study  which  reflects  the 
applicant's  ability  and  talent.  The 
composition  should  be  limited  to 
five  minutes  or  less  and  may  be 
either  the  applicant's  or  one  which 
has  been  choreographed  by 
another  person. 


2.    Applicants  for  a  Non-Performance 
Dance  Major  will  be  interviewed 
by  members  of  the  School  of 
Dance  faculty.  On  the  basis  of 
both  Ballet  and/'or  Modern  Dance 
class  and  !he  interview,  the 
auditioning  committee  will  assess 
the  applicant's  ability  and 
potential  for  pjrofessional 
development. 


NOTE:  If  distance  makes  a  personal  audition  impossible,  a  video  tape  of  a  short  work  and 
two  letters  of  recommendation  from  dance  teachers  with  whom  the  applicant  has  studied  will 
be  acceptable.  If  a  video  tape  is  impossible,  still  photos  may  be  acceptable.  However,  prior 
contact  should  be  made  with  the  Admissions  Office  for  further  details.

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Financial  Aid 


The  Philadelphia  College  of  the 
Performing  Arts  offers  financial  aid  to 
qualified  students  to  help  defray 
educational  expenses.  Some  of  the 
awards  may  be  offered  singly  or  in 
various  'package'  combinations.  PCPA 
makes  every  effort  to  provide  maximum 
financial  assistance  to  students  who 
demonstrate  financial  need.  Available 
aid  falls  into  three  categories: 

1.  PCPA  Institutional  Grants 
and  Employment 

2.  State  and  Federal  Grants,  Loans, 
and  Employment  Programs. 

3.  Private  Grants  and  Scholarships. 
In  order  to  apply  for  financial  aid, 
incoming   students   should    contact   the 
PCPA  Financial  Aid  Officer. 


Financial  Aid  Process 

Students  are  encouraged  to  file  the 
Financial  Aid  Application  at  the  same 
time  the  Application  for  Admission  is 
submitted.  Further,  applicants  are 
required  to  report  the  receipt  of  any

scholarship  aid  from  sources  outside  the 

College  to  the  Financial  Aid  Officer. 

PCPA  reserves  the  right  to  review 

the  financial  aid  awarded  and  make 

appropriate  adjustments  when 

necessary. 

The  financial  aid  process  is  as  follows: 

1.  BASIC  EDUCATIONAL  OPPOR- 
TUNITY GRANT  —  All  students 
applying  for  financial  aid  must  file  a 
BEOG.  These  forms  are  available 
from  high  school  guidance  offices 
or  the  PCPA  Financial  Aid  Officer. 

2.  FINANCIAL  AID  FORM  (FAF)  — 

All  students  applying  for  financial 
aid  must  file  a  FAF.  This  form 
should  be  filed  at  the  time  the 
application  for  admission  is 
submitted  or  as  early  as  possible. 
However,  it  should  be  submitted  no 
later  than  March  1st.  Those  applying 
after  that  date  cannot  be  assured  of 
consideration.  The  FAF  may 
be  obtained  from  high  school 
guidance  offices  or  the  PCPA 
Financial  Aid  Officer.

Sources  of  Financial  Aid 

PCPA  Tuition  Remission  Grants 

A  program  of  grants  providing 
scholarships  in  the  range  of  $250  -  $2000 
to  all  full-time  students  in  all  major 
programs.  Awards  are  made  on  the 
basis  of  ability,  potential  or  continuing 
service  to  the  College,  and  (for  continuing 


students)  academic  achievement.  Grant 
awards  to  entering  students  are  made 
primarily  on  the  basis  of  the  entrance 
audition,  needs  of  the  institution, 
available  funds,  and  financial  need. 
Grant   awards   are   determined  by   the 
Dean  of  the  College  and  the 
Director  of  Admissions   in  consultation 
with    the   Financial   Aid   Officer. 


Pennsylvania  State  Scholarship 
Program  (PHEAA) 

A  program  created  by  the  1965  General 
Assembly  of  Pennsylvania  and 
administered  by  the  Pennsylvania 
Higher  Education  Assistance  Agency. 
Awards  to  high  school  seniors  are 
granted  on  the  basis  of  financial  need. 
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High  School  graduates  who  have  a 
lapse  of  one  year  between  their 
graduation  date  and  the  date  of  their 
planned  enrollment  may  apply  directly 
to  the  Pennsylvania  Higher  Education 
Assistance  Agency;  Towne  House, 
Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania  17102. 

Basic  Educational 
Opportunity  Grants  (BEOG) 

The  BEOG  is  a  federal  aid  program  that 
provides  grants  to  all  eligible  students. 
Grants  may  be  as  high  as  $1400  per 
academic  year.  Amounts  are  based  on 
the  expected  family  contribution,  cost 
of  attendance  and  a  payment  schedule 
issued  by  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education. 
Students  must  complete  a  separate 
application  for  the  determination  of 
eligibility.  Applications  may  be 
obtained  from  high  school  guidance 
offices  or  the  PCPA  Financial  Aid  Office. 


Supplemental  Educational 
Opportunity  Grants  (SEOG) 

The  SEOG  is  a  federal  aid  program  for 
undergraduate  students  of  exceptional 
financial  need  and  is  administered  by 
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the  Financial  Aid  Office.  Grants  range 
from  $200  to  $1000  per  academic  year. 
Amounts  of  awards  are  based  on  the 
analysis  of  the  FAF.  Application  for  this 
program  is  made  by  completing  the 
PCPA  Financial  Aid  Application. 

National  Direct  Student  Loan 
(NDSL) 

The  NDSL  is  a  federal  aid  program  that 
provides  low-cost  loans  to  students 
demonstrating  financial  need.  Loans 
range  from  $100  to  $2000  per  academic 
year.  Interest  does  not  accrue  during 
the  period  of  attendance  at  the 
institution.  Repayment  begins  at  cm 
interest  rate  of  3%,  nine  months  after  a 
student  leaves  the  College.  Award 
amounts  is  determined  by  the  analysis 
of  the  FAF,  and  the  program  is 
administered  by  the  PCPA  Financial 
Aid  Office.  Application  for  this  program 
is  made  by  completing  the  PCPA 
Financial  Aid  Application. 


Guaranteed  Student  Loan  (GSL) 

The  GSL  enables  a  student  to  borrow 
directly  from  a  bank.  This  program  is 


open  to  undergraduates  and  graduates 
on  a  full-time  and  part-time  basis.  Loans 
may  be  as  high  as  $2500  per  academic 
year.  The  state  in  which  the  loan 
recipient  is  a  resident  acts  as  co-signer, 
and  the  state,  in  most  cases,  guarantees 
repayment  to  the  bank  or  other  lending 
agency.  Repayment  stipulations  do  not 
begin  until  after  the  student  leaves 
school.  Applications  and  further  informa- 
tion may  be  obtained  from  most  banks, 
savings  and  loan  associations,  or  the 
PCPA  Financial  Aid  Office. 

PCPA  Work-Study 

The  PCPA  Work  Study  Program  is  a 
student  employment  program  main- 
tained by  the  College.  Work 
assignments  are  available  to  students 
who  are  in  need  of  employment  and  who 
may  not  be  eligible  for  other  programs. 


College  Work  Study  Program 
(CWSP) 

The  College  Work  Study  Program  is  a 
federally  authorized  program  that 
enables  students  with  financial  need  to 
earn  part  of  their  educational  expenses 
through  on-campus  employment.  Both 


undergraduates  and  graduates  are 
eligible.  Students  are  assigned  to 
various  offices  and  paid  on  a  monthly 
basis.  Awards  range  from  $400  to  $800 
per  academic  year.  This  program  is 
administered  by  the  Financial  Aid 
Office,  and  a  FAF  is  required  for 
consideration.  Application  may  be  made 
by  completing  and  submitting  the  PCPA 
Financial  Aid  Application.
